Yet, when the causes 
which give rise to this truth are 


platitude far behind, and delve into 
the inner secrets of our human na- 
ture. Why is life a drama? Pre- 
cisely because it embodies the four 
constituent elements of the drama: 
conflict, characters, dialogues and 
emotion. Conflict in life is seen in 
the daily fight with temptation, the 
incessant tug-of-war between our 
lower and higher natures. The 
characters are found in ourselves 
and our fellow-men in whatsoever 
walk of life we happen to be. Dia- 
logue is simply a synonym for lan- 
guages, and the emotions which 
finally motivate life’s scenario are 
nothing else but the insistent no- 
mads of our heart which we call 
love, hate, fear, joy, hope, etc., etc. 
Those four elements of the drama 
are all found in life, and it is our 
interest in the final unravelling of 
the plot which makes us love to be 
alive. 


The Dramatic Appeal 


Instances of this inherent love 
of drama in all stages of life could 
be specified galore. The fairy-tales 
of our children were really infan- 
tile plays, projections into the ex- 
ternal world of the inchoate inner 
desires: of our being. Who among 
us has not stood as tense spectators 
while the absorbing tragedy of 
Punch »nd Judy came to town?

T. BASIL is revered throughout 

Christendom, Eastern and 
Western, Catholic and Schismatic, 
as the greatest of the Eastern Doc- 
tors after St. Athanasius—Father 
of Eastern monasticism as St. 
Benedict was of Western soon after 
him. Though Bishop of Caesarea, 
Metropolitan of Cappadocia, and 
Exarch of Pontus for only nine 
years, his firm rule and wide influ- 
ence, his improvement of the 
clergy, churches, and liturgy, made 
his diocese a model for the Chris- 
tian world. 

Unlike many early Fathers, he 
came of families of saints and mar- 
tyrs on both sides. He was one of 
ten children, two others Gregory 
and Peter being bishops, and two, 
Gregory and Macrina, saints. Edu- 
eated at Caesarea, Constantinople, 
and Athens, he was a famous secu- 
lar student and teacher before he 
was ordained. 

In the religious and secular con- 
flicts of his times, he faced Arian 
heretics, angry Emperors, and en- 
emies within the Church even at 
Rome; he suffered trials and the 
defection of friends with courage. 
ous calm and indifference. His vast 


range of writings and correspond- 


ence show him as fearless as he 
was learned. His emphasis on the 
duties of the wealthy towards the 
poor in the use of their riches, and 
his social teaching, make him a 
precursor of Pope Leo XIII and 


‘our present Holy Father. He found- 
ed the “Basileiad” for the care of 
friendless strangers, sick and poor, 
and the training of unskilled work- 


ers. 
Never physically robust this 


champion of Catholic Christianity 
died in 379, about fifty years old— 
uncommonly young for a Doctor of

“scholars”, or otherwise well-in- 
formed men, are influenced by the 
prejudices in which they have been 
reared, and by the environment in 
which they have long lived, espec- 
ially if they will never have studied 
Against them it would be very easy 
to match eminent non-Catholic 
scholars who, in all countries since 
the so-called Reformation, have em- 
braced the Catholic Church after 
earnest, prayerful investigation. 

From the second century until 
the sixteenth not only did nearly 
all great Christian scholars belong 
te the Catholic Church, but the 
greatest among them in ail cen- 
turies wrote works in defense of 
that Church against those who, like 
the sixteenth century heresiarchs, 
led movements to divide Christian- 
ity, which was designed by its 
Founder to be unifted. 

The “reformers” themselves were 
not great scholars, not consistent 
with themselves nor with one an- 
ether: and many reputed scholars 
bern within the folds of Lutheran- 
ism, of Calvinism, or of Episcopal- 
ianism have created new schisms 
by teaching quite different doe- 
trines and initiating quite different 
practices. 

Many of the world’s greatest 
writers and literary critics and 
churchmen of our day, now Catheo- 
lic, were Protestant a few years 
ago. With distinct leanings against 
Rome, their studies, supported by 
the “kindly light” which “led on” 
Newman, brought them into the 
Catholic Church. 

A litany of American convert- 
scholars, almost interminable, could 
be recited, including Episcopalian 
Bishops, numerous clergymen of all 
denominations, statesmen, univer- 
sity professors, eminent jurists, 
‘physicians, economists, army and 
‘navy officers—nearly all of whom 
were conquered inch by . inch 
against their will by the compel- 
‘ling logic of Catholic teaching.

“Since, however, I was no theo- 
logian, I did not follow these 
ee eae Ma a of an 
expert. Meanwhile the religious 
problems never ceased to intrude 
ag my mind and out of a de- 
sire for clearness I one day took 
up some Catholic treatises which 
dealt with the origin of the 
Church and with the most impor- 
tant Catholic teachings—this 
happened at about the same time 
when Harnack’s then just pub- 
lished pamphlet on the essence 
of Christianity fell into my hands 
and taught me that this essence 
consisted in the complete nega- 
tion of the Christian faith. 


“From those Catholic treatises 
—in part they were sermons—a 
supernatural air was breathing 
upon me of such a kind as I had 
never felt before, and from then 
the question where true and full 
Christianity was to be found, did 
not any longer allow me a mo- 
ment’s respite. I said to myself: 
‘If God was incarnated to teach 
men the truth, that is to say, that 
truth which they are badly in 
need of for their salvation, this 
truth must be easily and safely 
to be found by all men. Certainly 
it is laid down in writing in the 
gospels, but who guarantees that 
these reports are correct and re- 
liable, if philosophical and histor- 
ical criticism can render every 
detail uncertain and even claim 
‘to be able to prove many of 
Christ’s words to be not genu- 
ine? In that case it is evident 
that one cannot base one’s faith 
on the written gospel alone. All 
the various Christian sects and 
special opinions referred to Holy 
Writ, and each of them claimed 
to be the only one that under- 
stood them properly and correct- 
ly. ‘Thus, if Christianity had at 
all times possessed but the Bible 
as the sole source of information 
about God’s revelations and 
Christ’s teachings, it could never 
have happened that a uniform 
Christian religion should come 
into existence; Christ’s incarna- 
tion would have been fruitless, 
nobody would have been able to 
recognize what Christ had taught. 
God must therefore have chosen 
another way besides the written 
word to lead man to Christ and 
through Him to salvation.’ 


“This way was, as I now rea- 
lized, the foundation of the 
Church, a closed community of 
those who had become faithful 
through the preaching of the 
gospel, who were linked together 
through the confession of one and 
the same doctrine of faith. And 
that Christ chose that way was 
obvious not only from the actual 
existence through the whole first 
milliennium of our era of a 
Church that embraced all the 
Christians, but is clearly proved, 
as I could then see, also by Holy 
Writ itself.

I had 
to ask myself. Where is this 
religious community directed by 
one single head? Is it the ‘evan- 
gelic Church’ into which I was 
born? But this has no unity; it 
is split into numerous national 
churches, which have no connec- 
tian with each other and in many 
cases differ in their teachings. 
Likewise the Greek-Catholic 
’ Church consists now of a number 
of independent ‘orthodox’ national 
churches without a common head. 
There was only one religious 
community which showed all the 
marks of the Church founded by 
Christ on the Rock of Peter, and 
this was the Roman Catholic 
Church.” 


If you keep in mind what we 
have hinted several times, namely, 
that the sixteenth century reform- 
ed religions were precipitated sud- 
denly, and, because of the backing 
of the civil power by certain 
princes, became mild forms of revo- 
lutions, you will readily understand 
that if all the scholarship of Ger- 
many had been against the same it 
could have effected nothing. Paral- 
lel the capitalization by princes of 
Lather’s personality, no matter how

Dear Sir: 


One of the most satisfactory 
comments on the rise to power of 
Hitler that I have read is your 
article in the October 22nd edition. 
The first paragraph of that article 
contains a truth that, with a little 
exposition, may be used to inter- 
pret the history of Protestantism. 

That the circumstances favoring 
Hitler are similar to those which 
favored Dr. Martin Lather is al- 
most self-evident. If proof were 
required it could be found not alone 
in historical records but in the 
“Table Talk” and “Letters” of Dr. 
Luther himself. The parallel is 
completed by the anti-Semitism 
which now, as then, accompanies 
the nationalistic spirit. 


It cannot be denied that many 
Christians, probably from the ear- 
hiest days of the Church, were bit- 
terly intolerant of Judaism; and, 
in so far as this intolerance was 
bred of human passions—anger 
and resentment and the spirit of 
revenge—it is understandable, al- 
though, of course, none the less 
reprehensible. In Sixteenth Cen- 
tury Europe, fanatics were per- 
haps as numerous as they are to- 
day, and while sincere members of 
the clergy sought to convert Jews 
to Christianity, some of the laity 
took doctrinal differences as excuse 
for denying the Jews civil rights. 
The situation was such that Chris- 
tian and Jew despised each other 
thoroughly and efforts at reconcil- 
iation were construed as mutual 
insults. 

In justification of his apostasy, 
Dr. Martin Luther invoked the 
principle of religious liberty and, 
claiming immunity from criticism 
for himself, naturally extended 
that privilege to the Jews. “The 
government shall not interfere,” 
he said; “a man. may teach and 
believe what he likes, be it gospel 
or lies” (Weimar Ed.  Luther’s 
Works, XVIII). In particular ref- 
erence to the Jews and in arraign- 
ment of previous intolerance, he 
wrote “Jesus Was a Jew,” calling 
attention to the fact that Our Lord

Apart from the change of heart 
in the author of “Jesus Was a 
Jew,” we may see the rise of a 
political anti-Semitism, similar to 
that presently in power under the 
Swastika. For along with Luther- 
anism, there arose in Sixteenth 
Century Germany new political 
principles as different from those 
of the established state as those of 
Hitlerism from the tenets of the 
late democracy. And with every 
such revolution, operating prob- 
ably to defeat the counter-revolu- 
tion, there comes a wave of religi- 
ous intolerance. In France the 
revolution was followed by a gen- 
eral persecution of Catholics, in 
Russia by an organized effort to 
suppress all religions. In Ame- 
rica there was no such reaction 
for the reason that the revolt 
against Britain did not repudiate 
entirely the former government, 
but insisted on the Colonists’ right 
to representation in that govern- 
ment. 


The parallel remarked in your 
article is interesting in that it re- 
affirms the fact that history repeats 
itself, and gives the lie to the 
Socialist theory that history re- 
cords the “evolution” of the civil- 
ized state. I would like to see the 
thought amplified and extended in 
a future article.

URGES NAZIS TO END PERSE- 
CUTIONS 


Following Chancellor Hitler’s 
keynote speech to Nazi leaders re- 
cently, in which he offered his hand 
to former domestic opponents who 
“prove that they are adherents of 
German honor and love for peace,” 
Cardinal Bertram, Archbishop of 
Breslau, issued an appeal to the 
government to cease its persecution 
of political opponents. : 

Cardinal Bertram emphasized in 
his appeal that it had the support 
of all the bishops of Germany. 

The Cardinal’s appeal was 
thought to have special significance 
because it came on his return from 
an audience with the Pope. 

His appeal, Cardinal Bertram 
said, is for those who “from a 
sense of religious duty” sought to 
combat Marxism and Bolshevism. 
He emphasized that he did not 
speak to save any actual criminal 
deed from “an incorruptible justice 
which weighed friend and foe with 
equal measure and knew no arbi- 
trary exceptions” but spoke for 
“those numerous men and women 
who were and still are of worthy 
character and loyal will. 

“If large numbers of these have 


'suffered and still suffer heavily,” 


the Cardinal said, “the church and 
the Holy Father have a warm heart 
for them. If an opportunity offers 
itself to ease their harsh lot, it is 
the obvious and earnest Christian 
duty to do so. The bishops have 
not been idle in this respect. 

“To the leading authorities of the 
State and nation, however, we di- 
rect an urgent plea that the harsh 
measures be generously and speed- 


ly revised.” 


MANY RETURN TO FAITH 

Hundreds have already returned 
to the practice of their religion 
after remaining away from Mass 
and the Sacraments for years, ac- 
cording to figures indicating the 
results being achieved by the series 
of missions in the Archdiocese of 
Chicago conducted in connection 
with His Eminence George Cardi- 
nal Mundelein’s jubilee. 

In one average parish, a mis- 
sion, which was concluded recently, 
resulted in the return of 104 per- 
sons to the Sacraments after 
failure to make their Easter duty 
for one or more years, while ten 
converts were entered in an in- 
struction class.

“The Law of Moses” because the 
‘laws were delivered to the people 
through their leader, Moses, After 
Moses died, God spoke to His peo- 
ple through the prophets. . All the 
holy words of these men were also 
written down, and this set of books 
_was called “The Prophets.” Both 
‘sets were sometimes called “The 
Scriptures,” which means “holy 
writings.” 

Now the books of the Jews were 
‘not at all like the ones we have 
‘today. They were made of dried 
‘sheep-skin or goat-skin instead of 
‘paper, and every word was written 
by hand. Instead of pages to turn, 


there was one long strip of parch- 
ment which the reader rolled from 
one stick to another. Few people 
‘had books in their homes because 
‘they were so scarce and costly. 

| The sacred books of The Law and 
The Prophets were kept in the Jew- 
ish meeting-houses, called syna- 
‘gogues. There the people gather- 
‘ed for prayer and the reading of 
‘the Scriptures. The sacred books 
were in charge of certain men 
‘ealled Scribes. The Scribes stud- 
lied the words of the holy books and 
‘explained them to the people, so 
‘they were also called “doctors of 
the law” or “lawyers,” terms 
which you hear quite often in the 
‘gospel stories. 

Another name which you hear 
quite often is “Pharisee,” and mo 
doubt you have often wondered 
just what a Pharisee was. The 
Pharisees were men who studied 
the Law of Moses very carefully 
‘(many of the Scribes were Phari- 
'sees), and were very proud of 
their knowledge. They were very 
‘strict about all the little laws and 
ceremonies, but they often neglect- 
ed the bigger and more important 
ones. As Jesus said of them, “they 
strained at the gnat and swallowed 
the camel.” They liked to “show

“All religious broadcasts, Prot- 
estant as well as the Catholic Half

“What broadcasts have the Prot- 
estant religions over NBC?” I in- 
quired. 

“Three half-hour periods during 
the week, mostly in the morning,”

Hence, it is only the insincere
